MISSION  MUNICIPAL  HIGHWAY 
BY-LAW,  1907. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  that 
certain  changes  be  made  in  the  Dewdney  Trunk 
Road,  running  through  theN.E.  quarter  of  Section  27, 
Tp.  17,  N.  W.  D. , as  at  present  surveyed  and  laid 
down  by  the  Provincial  Government  of  British  Colum- 


bia ; and  also  that  a road  shall  he  eonstrueLod  along 
the  boundary  line  between  the  S.  W.  quarter  of  Seel. ion 
33  and  the  N.W.  quarter  of  Section  28,  in  Tp.  17, 
N.  W.  I).,  it.  is  therefore  hereby  enacted  by  the  Council 
of  the  District  of  Mission  as  follows  : 

J.  A highway  is  hereby  established  in  the  said 
District  of  Mission  on  the  lines  as  follows:  Com- 
mencing at  Hie  S.W.  corner  post  of  the  S.W.  quarter 
of  Section  .33,  Tp.  17  ; thence  running  east  one-half 
i mile  along  the  boundary  line  between  the  said  S.  W. 
quarter  of  Section  33,  Tp.  17,  and  the  N.W.  quarter 
of  Section  28,  Tp.  17,  to  the  S.E.  corner  post  of  the 
S.W.  quarter  of  Section  33,  Tp.  17  ; the  said  road  to 
be  33  feet  on  each  side  of  the  said  section  line. 

2.  The  highway  known  as  the  Dewdney  Trunk 
Road  is  hereby  changed  on  that  part  of  the  said  high- 
way running  through  Hie  north -eaBt  quarter  of  Section

Road  By-Law,  No.  80. 


VTTHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  certain  roads  in 
V V the  Municipality  of  Sumas  be  gazetted  : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  the

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows . — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news 
paper  published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a

each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  tor 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  .Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
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dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
fc-lf  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned.

61.  All  Private  Bills  tor  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in 


imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when  folded  measur- 
ing lOf  inches  by  7i  inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Pills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April,  1901 
(see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form  of  Railway 
Bill  i adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not 
in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between 
brackets. 

An  v exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed 
to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application  for  the  same.
